Canada’s Vital Statistics For 
February, 1821 

Ottawa, Jan. 4. —(Canadian Press) 
—The stress of modern life la re¬ 
flected in vital statistics compiled by 
the Bureau of Statistics. The Azures 
cover Canada with the exception of 
Quebec and were compiled as the < 
result of conferences held during 
1919 between the Federal Bureau of 
Statistics and the Registrar-Gener¬ 
al’s Departments of eight provinces. 

Owing to difficulties In the collec¬ 
tion of such figures the present com¬ 
pilation applies only to last Febru¬ 
ary. However, It has an Interesting 
story to tell. It shows that deaths 
> for Canada, aside from Quebec, tot¬ 
alled 5.895 in February. 1921. or a 
- monthly rate of .9 per one thousand 
estimated population. 

Prince Edward Island with 1.3 had 
the highest provincial rate for the 
month, while British Columbia, Sas¬ 
katchewan and Alberta, tied with .6 
per 1,000 for the low level rate. In 
comparing the Western and Eastern 
provinces, attention is drawn to the 
younger population of the prairie 
provinces. In the East, the death 
rate is naturally higher where "old 
age” figures highly In the record of 
causes of death. 

Heart 

Organic diseases of the heart led 
in February last among the six dis¬ 
eases ranking highest In cause of 
death. As compared with February 
of the previous year, the figures for 
the six diseases were:

Death* as compared with February 
of the previous year showed a heavy 
decrease. There were then 10.278 
deaths in Canada, or a rate of 2.2 per 
1.000 population. Excluding 608 
deaths In early infancy, there were 
9,670 deaths in eight provinces and 
of these 4,770 or almost half were 
due to influenza, pneumonia and tu¬ 
berculosis of the lungs. Influenza 
alone was responsible for 2,741 deaths. 

Birth rates were higher in the cit¬ 
ies and towns than in the rural dis¬ 
tricts with the exception of New 
Brunswick and Saskatchewan, where 
the rural communities gave the larg¬ 
est birth returns for the month.

Moscow, Jan. 3.—The change designed 
to limit the powers of the Cheka, or 
Soviet secret service, which Is regarded 
as the most complex achievement of the 
ninth All-Russian Soviet Congress, will 
be eagerly watched by Russians, who 
regard the change of policy us an effort 
to make the Soviet court system win 
approval and ultimate recognition by the 
foreign powers. 

The Cheka has occupied 170 buildings 
, in Moscow. Its ramifications have been 
great, and throughout Russia It has gen¬ 
erally been feared The resolution of the 
Congress adopting Premier Lenine's plan 
provides that the courts shall speedily 
assume the task of combatting viola¬ 
tions of the Soviet Republic's laws.

Berlin, Jan. 4.—Admiral von Tir- 
pltz. Minister of the Navy during the 
world war. in an article in the per¬ 
iodical Die Grenzboten characterizes 
the reasons for his resignation as 
outlined in the late Dr. von Beth- 
mann-Hoiweg's book as "fairy story."

remains the horrible snspicion 
that Mr. King has promised to 
do some things which Mr.

Correspondents’ Opinions. 

London. Jan. 4.—Continuance of a 
sharp antagonism between the advo¬ 
cates and opponents of the Irish 
peace treaty is what mainly Im¬ 
pressed English newspaper corres¬ 
pondents watching the proceedings in 
the Dali Eireann yesterday. The 
writers agree that the recess did 
nothing to change the respective, at¬ 
titudes of the members and say it 
was evident as soon as the session 
began that Monday’s rumor of some 
possible surprise making for unani¬ 
mity had no foundation in fact. 

The long succession of speeches re¬ 
vealed nothing, according to these 
observers, several of whom were con¬ 
vinced that the balance eventually 
would be turned, not by votes but by 
abstentions from voting. 

Some of the newspapermen de¬ 
clared there had been an increase in 
the bitterness between the contending 
factions and that the newspaper The 
Republic of Ireland, through th'e con¬ 
temptuous tone of its articles di¬ 
rected against the ratification, had 
made the feeling worse. 

The opinion Is expressed that 
whatever happens in the Dail, the op¬ 
position to the treaty will not cease, 
notwithstanding Indications that the 
great majority of the nation wants it.

rock for a private corporation, at a 
small profit to the corporation, and 
so far has produced 325 yards of 
rock out for this firm alone. The 
cost of getting out the rock was car¬ 
ried in the first place by the Council, 
but the material thus produced is 
paying for a second rock gang to be 
employed now on a similar aim. 

Sslf Paying Relief 
Engineer Bourne explained that 
rock cutting was the best form of un¬ 
employment relief, in that it was 
work that was 95 per cent labor, and 
practically no material needed to be 
put up by the corporation. In addi¬ 
tion to this the rock had a ready 
sale, as well as the demand for road 
work. Over and above all this the 
rock taken out was making fine 
thoroughfares of the chief municipal 
highways of Esquimau, and placing 
these in a position where they could 
be graded and made Into first class 
roads with their own crushed rock, 
he said. 

Rock at Profit. 

On the private contract Esquimau 
has cut, crushed and delivered 150 
square yards of the 325 called for, 
and this at a very small profit, there¬ 
by employing all the men who could 
do this type of work. The whole
